Our government will be generous to you all. 

All you want to do is to go to Taiwan, and for this yru exert every effort. 
Yet what happens? How many of you have actually got o Taiwan? 

Let me tell you - the Peopled Liberation Army will a* tack and liberate 
Formosa* 

Hong Kong is no paradise , for Hong Kong is also one o' our objectives. 
Where, then, will you go? The British imperialists will not always be able 
to protect you. 

If you delay, it may be too late.
